take in any acts of violence such as were 
subscribed in the complaint. Judge Kohi- 
saat, however, remarked that the evidence ~ 
seemed to show conclusively.that McNicholig 
had been more active in the strike disturb- 
ances than the law allowed.

Tell of Wright Shooting. 


Dethiis of the shooting of the Wright bey. 
were related to the court by express drivers 
and guards, as well as by neighbors and an 
aunt of the boy. There was a discrepancy 
between the testimony of the men who were 
on the wagon and those in the street at the 
time of the shooting. John A. Berber, Gepe 
ty shériff, was identified by several witnesses 
as the man who fired the shot which wounded 
the boy. He denied the allegation, as did 
another guard who was on the wagon at the 
time. Serber sald that his revolver had not 
been tampered with nor discharged since be 
had il, and that the cartridges in it while 
he was on the stand were the same that were 
in the chambers when he was taken to the 
police station a few weeks ago. John Nich- 
ols, another guard, testified that it wap he 
who fired the shot at the Wright boy. 

„It was necessary to do something to pro- 
tect qurselves,“ said Nichols. There were 
a lot ot boys and young men around the 
wagon and calling us ali kinds of names, 
Bricks and stones were thrown, and as we 
drove away I fired:a shot from the revolver.
